PRESIDENT VETOES BILL AIDING 
FOREIGN SERVICE EMPLOYES 


Measure for Hospitalization and 
Medical Care Turned Down 
as Discriminatory. 
WASHINGTON, July 17 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt vetoed today a 
bill to provide hospitalization and 
medical and dental care for foreign 
service employes of the State De- 

partment. 

Such care now is confined almost 
entirely to the Army, Navy and 
Coast Guard. 

“There seems no reason,” Roose- 
ve’* wrote to the House, “why such 
facilities should be extended to of- 
ficers and employes in the foreign 
service within the State Depart- 
ment without including all the oth- 
er employes within the State De- 
partment. If this is done for the 
State Department it should logical- 
ly be done for the employes of oth- 
er departments.”

JAPANESE OFFICIAL ‘REGRETS’ 
BOMBING NEAR U, S. EMBASSY 


Foreign Minister Telis Envoy’s Aid 
Raiders Tried to Avoid Ameri- 
can Property at Chungking. 

TOKYO, July 17 (AP).—Foreign 
Minister Hachiro Arita expressed 
regrets to the Counselor of the 
United States Embassy, Eugene H. 
Dooman, when Dooman called at 
the Foreign Office July 8 after 
Japanese airmen had dropped 
bombs near the Chungking home 
of United States Ambassador Nel- 
son T. Johnson in a raid the day 
before. 

Dooman also pointed out that 
bombs fell close to the United States 
gunboat Tutuila, anchored in the 
Yangtze River. 

Dooman said he registered no 
protest, but pointed out the dan- 
ger to American interests of “in- 
discriminate” bombing. No apology 
was asked or given, but Arita 
promptly expressed regrets. He 
said airmen took every precaution 
to avoid American property. 


‘MIRACLE IF EUROPE GETS BY 
THIS SUMMER WITHOUT WAR’ 


Ambassador Davies Says This Is 
Belief of People Who “Are 
Resigned and Fatalistic.” 

NEW YORK, July 17 (AP).— 
Joseph FE. Davies, arriving today 
for aWacation from his post as Am- 
bassador to Belgium, said he would 
back President Roosevelt by “foot, 
horse and dragoon” if he ran for 
a third term. 

“The stronger you make that, the 
better,’ said Davies, but he added: 
“I don’t think the President wants 
to run. If he became a candidate, 
it would be by being compeled to.” 

Asked about the possibility of 
war in Europe, the Ambassador 
said: 

“I believe a preponderant major- 
ity’ feel if they get by this summer, 
it will be a miracle. The people 
are resigned and fatalistic, trag- 
ically so.”

Paul Albert Lorenz, Overcome Fri- 
day, Succumbs in Hospital. 
Paul Albert Lorenz, 62 years old, 
3534 Ohio avenue, died at City Hos- 
pital yesterday of heat exhaustion. 
He was overcome Friday afternoon 
at a bakery at 3000 Cherokee street, 
where he was employed as a por- 
ter. 
His was the sixth death from heat 
exhaustion in the city this year,

The three were close to the late 
Euey P. Long, Wéiss having been 
a comparatively obscure man until 
the‘ Louisiana “Kingfish” took him 
into his organization. 


Ex-Gov. Leche Testifies 
Parish Grand Jury. 
BATON ROUGE, La., July 17 
(AP).—Smiling but still troubled 
by the arthritis he said forced him 
to resign the governorship, Richard 
W. Leche testified half an hour to- 
day before the parish grand jury 
investigating Louisiana State Uni- 
versity affairs. 

Some of the highest State of- 
ficers, all friends of the late Huey 
P. Long with whom they rose to 
importance in Louisiana, were sum- 
moned by the jury also. 

Three of them, Associate Justice 
John B. Fournet of the Supreme 
Court; Supervisor of Public Funds 
Frank Shattuck and Collector of 
Revenue W. A. Cooper, were in the 
Governor’s mansion June 25 when 
Dr. Smith admitted huge losses in 
market speculations, resigned the 
post he had held nine years and 
disappeared. 


HITLER TO NAME RAIL STATION

by naming a new railroad station

Hitler platz to Mussolini platz. 

It was announced the Fuehrer 
informed Dino Alfieri, Italian Cul- 
ture Minister, during his visit to 
the German art exhibition at Mu- 
nich that a railroad station would 
be built to honor Mussolini in the 
neighborhood of the present Heer- 
strasse station. 

It was at the Heerstrasse sta- 
tion that Mussolini arrived on his 
visit to Berlin in 1937. .The new 
station will be used for all state 
visits. .The street leading from it 
to Mussolini platz will be renamed 
Mussolini strasse.

Truck 
owners had raised a fund of from 
$7,009 to $15,000 to obtain favor- 
able legislation, including a reci- 
procity law which would permit 
trucks from other states’ to use 
Missouri highways without paying 
fees if the same privilege were ac- 
corded Missouri trucks in their 
states, 

The city recently received from 
the State $43,155 as its share of pay- 
ments by the common carriers in 
1937-38, even though the city had 
not enforced the law. The payment, 
derived from fees collected outside 
the city, was based on the ratio of 
mileage driven by trucks in the 
city to their total mileage in the 
State.

(Dem.), Kentucky, the Democratic 
leader; Senator McNary (Rep.), 
Oregon, the Republican leader; 
Chairman Pitthman (Dem.), Ne- 
vada, of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee; Repersentative 
Rayburn (Dem.), Texvas, the House 
leader; and Representative Martin 
(Rep.), Massachusetts, House Re- 
publican leader. 

It was reported that McNary had 
agreed to attend the conference and 
was polling members of his party 
in an effort to gather information 
on their views for presntations to 
the President. : 

President Not Satisfied. 

One Senator told reporters Roose- 
velt was said to have told. his con- 
gressional leaders this morning that 
he was “not satisfied” that all pos- 
sible efforts had been made to ob- 
tain neutrality legislation at this 
session. 

The Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee recently voted 12 to ll 
to delay action on administration- 
sponsored neutrality proposals un- 
til next session. 

Barkley reported no decision had 
been reached on the nevt move in 
the congressional deadlock over 
neutrality legislation today after a 
conference with Roosevelt, attend- 
ed by Hull.

again at the Courthouse here to- 
day in an effort to focus public at- 
tention on their plight. Several

The miners’ committee of eight 
met with Clarence Keathley, relief 
director, and was informed that $2 
emergency relief orders would be 
distributed to needy families today 
and tomorrow. These were prom- 
ised Saturday after Sheriff John 
White and Prosecuting Attorney 
John Eversole had gone to Jeffer- 
son City in the miners’ behalf. 

“We're also giving out a month’s 
supply of surplus commodities,” 
Keathley said. “Further than that 
we can’t go, unless some action 's 
taken at Jefferson City.” 

The miners’ committee was formed 
Friday when it was learned the Na- 
tional Pigment & Chemical Divi- 
sion of the National Lead Co. was 
suspending operations for two 
weeks. Reason for the shutdown, 
as given by Bruce Miles, field rep- 
resentative, was that the company 
is installing new scales. He would 
give no assurance that operations 
would be continued after Aug. 1. 
He said that the’market was “bad” 
and that the company, which em- 
ploys about 600 miners had a ‘sur- 
plus on hand. 

Four hundred miners -. were 
thrown out of work a month ago‘ 
when Ralph Blount, virtually the 
only other buyer in Washington 
County, ceased operations. Another

1100 MORE BUY CITY 
CIGARETTE TAX STAMPS 


Last Day Before Enforcement 
Begins—2310 Previously 
Made Purchases. 


About 1100 retail cigarette dis- 
tributors purchased the new mu- 
nicipal tax stamps at City Hall this 
morning, the last day before en- 
forcement of the tax ordinance be- 
gins. 

License Collector Fred A. Renick 
had estimated that 10,000 St. Louis 
merchants would require cigarette 
tax stam,s, but revised the estimate 
Saturday to about 7000. There were 
2310 stamp buyers last Thursday, 
Friday and Saturday. 

Up to noon 470,000 stamps were 
sold, with receipts approximating 
$8500. Receipts since the sale be- 
gan have totaled about $50,000. 
Revenue from the stamps, . which 
range from 1 cent for 10 cigarettes 
to 5 cents for 50, is expected to 
reach $800,000 a year. 

Each retailer buying stamps also 
pays $1 for a merchant's cigarette 
license. A 10 per cent discount 
is allowed merchants for the work 
of attaching the stamps and col- 
lecting the tax. 

Enforcement of the ordinance is 
to begin promptly tomorrow, offi- 
cials have stated. Dealers are sub- 
ject to a fine of $5 to $500 for sell- 
ing unstamped cigarettes.

Two Men He Thinks Were 
Communist Agents. 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 17 (AP). 
—John L. Leech, former Commun- 
ist. party organizer and Govern- 
ment witness in the Harry Bridges 
deportation hearing, testified to- 
day he moved from Los Angeles 
to Portiand, Ore., to obtain police 
protection for himself andfamily. 


Leech’s statement came as he 
resumed testimony concerning two 
affidavits signed by him—one.nam- 
ing Bridges, West Coast labor lead- 
er, as a Communist, and the other 
asserting Leech had been offered 
but refused sums of money to so 
identify the West Coast CIO lead- 
er. 
Leech, the second witness called 
by the Government in its effort to 
deport Bridges as an alien advo- 
cating overthrow of the Govern- 
ment by force, said he had been 
living in Portland more than a 
year. 

He said he made periodic reports 
to Capt. John J. Keegan of the 
Portland police. He told of once 
being solicited by two men who 
said they represented a Los An- 


igeles newsDbaper (the News), to 


write his experiences as a Com- 
munist organizer. 

Thinks They Were Red Agents. 

“I believed,” he testified, “these 
two men were agents of the Com- 
munist party and I believed their 
visit was intended to lead up to an) 
effort to injure men, or prevent my) 
testifying at any hearing. I re- 
ported the visit to Keegan because 
I had come to Portland for prvo- 
tection from the Communist party 
and I wanted to make sure of that) 
protection.” 

Leech identified the original af- 
fidavit, offered by the defense, in 
which he told of being offered the 
money to link Bridges with Com-| 
munist party activities and in which 
he denied knowledge the labor lead- 
er was a party member.

In a survey of 163 companies, de- 


scribed as a "cross section of in- 
dustry,” the Federation reported: 

Total taxes paid by the 163 com- 
panies in 1938 was 31,643,000,000, 
equivalent to $283 for each common 
stockholder and to $576 each em- 
ploye. 

Taxes averaged $2.73 on each 
share of common stock compared 
with $1.33 paid in dividends. 

Employes in 1938 totaled 2,854,- 
000 against more than _ 6,500,000 
stockholders with 5,806,000 common 
stockholders owning an average of 
104 shares. 

More than three-fourths of the 
common  stockholdets held less 
than 100 shares each. 

The average number of employes 
a company was 17,601 compared 
with 21,141 in 1937. 

Assets of the 163 companies to- 
taled $40,379,000,000. 

The Federation said it had ob- 
tained the data direct from the cor- 
porations. Women, it found, 
amounted to 40 per cent of the 519,- 
000 steekholders in the steel indus- 
try. 

Corporate profits last year, it 
was noted, were curtailed drastic- 
ally after the 1937 business slump.

The idea is being fostered 
meet what they say is a growing 
intention of several states to send 
uninstructed delegations to the 1949 
national conwention.

Four-sevenths of the delegates tc 
national conventions are chosen in 
state conventions, or in a few cases 
by state party committees, which 
are usually fairly well controlled 
by the top-ranking politicians of 
those states. Three-sevenths of the 
delegates, less than enough to nom- 
inate any candidate, are picked in 
primaries in which the party voters 
jot down their preference among 
the candidates whose names happen 
to be on the ballot.

The Garner leaders hope to ac- 
complish an awakening of interest 
among rank and file Democrais 
which will stir them to such action 
as will make their voice heard whan 
delegates are chosen.

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PERIL FROM PARACHUTES. 

A brand-new menace to British security is present- 
a raid by enemy 
soldiers descending parachute. They could do 
severe damage to defense works, munitions depots, 
roads, public works and so on, he thinks, though 
he adds the qualification that “the success of such 
an invasion on a large scale is doubtful.”

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RESULTS OF THE W P A STRIKES. 

If ever there was an ill-advised demonstration, it is 
the series of WPA strikes in protest against the 130- 
hour week. Consider the consequences to date: 

1. Congressional supporters of the WPA's cause 
have been embarrassed by the strikes, and have virtu- 
ally ceased their efforts to obtain amendment of the 
act. Senator Murray of Montana and Representative 
Sabath of Illinois, who introduced bills to restore 
the prevailing wage and the short week, indicate they 
will not press for passage. 

2. Dismissal notices have been sent to at least 
20.000 of the estimated 100,000 WPA employes who 
participated in the walkouts. 

3. All WPA projects in Minneapolis have been 
closed, following two fatalities in connection with 
strike rioting there. Cancellation of projects in other 
cities is threatened if the demonstrations continue. 

4. An opportunity has been given for opponents of 
the work-relief system to criticise its workings and 
to agitate for its abandonment in favor of the dole. 

5. Many former-supporters of WPA have become 
critical, since the strike leadership has put the work- 
ers in the position of biting the hand that has been 
feeding them. 

These results are plainly the exact opposite of what 
the strikes were supposed to accomplish. The dem- 
onstrations have not only failed to attain the objec- 
tive; they have jeopardized the position of the unem- 
ployed and the whole work-relief system. 

The unwise and ill-fated strikes should be called off 


at once, 
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A VOTE TO WATCH. 

The Hatch bill to prohibit the macing and mulcting 
of Federal employes for the benefit of whichever 
party happens to be in power is scheduled to come to 
a vote in the House Thursday. As passed by the Sen- 
ate, this bill would prohibit political activity on the 
part of all Federal employes except those in policy- 
| making positions. As modified by the House Judl- 
ciary Committee, it takes away protection from strate- 
gic classes of employes and is made difficuit of en- 
forcement as to the rest. 

Representative Dempsey of New Mexico is leading 
a fight to restore the bill in the House to the effec- 
tive form in which it passed the Senate, He is work- 
ing to build up a coalition of Republicans and inde- 
pendently minded Democrats to pass the measure in 
its original form. 

It is a fight in which he will have the best wishes 
of every citizen who wants to see public employes re- 
lieved of political pressure and left free to do the 
work they are supposed to do in their various offices. 
The Hatch bill—in its original form—is needed to 
protect the interests of both the employes and the

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A NEEDED REFORM IS SHELVED. 

The House Ways and Means Committee has broken 
faith with the people in shelving until the next ses- 
sion any action on abolishing further issues of tax- 
exempt securities.

It has 
shrugged aside the attitude of the Supreme Court,
